Increase the Paving Fund. 


Uach year for a long period tlie city has been forced by its pov- 
erty of funds to skimp the street intersection account. The conse- 
quence of this is to deny many property owners a right to improve the 
streets npon which they live. That is wrong. It abridges a right of 
property owners to have their thoroughfares modem. It obstructs 
progros». It halts the improvement of the city in a way that is harm- 
ful on many accounts. The property owners on one street have as 
just ft claim to the right of improving their premises and raising the 
character of their thoroughfare as the property owners on another 
street have to do that. 


There has not been a time for a long period in which the board of 
rorks has not had on file a greater or less number of paving petitions 
rom resident property owners asking for improvement of their 
reets. The intersection accou tnof the city is never anywhere near 
^equate to meet this demand. It is the general, though not perhaps 
undeviating practice, to select for paving improvements those 
streets upon which the intersections are few and the city's share of 
the burden correspondingly light. That is wrong as a principle and 
unjust as a practice. The city itself should be the last agency of ob- 
struction in the way of public improvements for which the by far 
greater burden of cost falls upon the property owners. 


The city ought' to contrive some way to procure a more ample 
fund for the street intersection account. It may not be possible to 
obtain funds equal to all the demands for paving, but much better can 
be done than is done. Comptroller W. C. Baade has proposed that 
îi;15,000 be transferred from the city lighting department's large sur- 
plus to the street intersection account. Whether or not this is de- 
sirable, wise and legal, we do not undertake to say, but there can be 
no hesitancy to say that the money to enable the city to bear a much 
larger burden of expediture for street intersections ought to be found 
this year and every year. 


Times are good. Everybody who wants to work has work. Wages 
are high. The cost of living is an undeniable condition, but pretty 
nearly all property owners on unimproved streets feel able to bear 
paving assessments and are demanding pavement. Any legal means 
that can be employed without working injury to imperative municipal 
concerns ought not to be neglected if more money can be brought in- 
to the city's paving account. The city should set a better example of 
progress and improvement than it does in being the consistent and 
effective obstructor of those material betterments that common sense, 
civic pride and the public interest in general demand should be made.

Bolone]. Kuhln;ian was one of the oldest officers in point of service there 
was in the Indian guard, and, it is not easy to reconcile this fact with 
âezieral 3mtih's stated reajson that resignations were asked for "in the 
jbterest of higher efficiency. ' ' About the other officers who have been 
fpriBed to retire from the service we know much less.than we know of 
Colonel Kuhlman, whose long experience coupled with a loyal and dil- 
I g ^ pervice should count for a great deal even if determined by new 
and niore rigorous standards of military efficiency. Always heretofore, 
ill time of national crises, the military field has been a favorite for po- 
mticarfiultiTatioQ.

St. Croix, March 31.—What is there 
in this "land without a country" that 
has just come under the sheltering 
wing of the American eagle? 


W h a t are the people like in these 
Danish 
West 
Indies, 
which, 
when 
these lines reach you, will be formally 
a part of the American nation, under 
the title "Virgin Islands of the United 
States?" 


I came here to learn the answers to 
these 
questions for readers of the 
Daily Sentinel, and I find here a most 
amazing combination of great strategic 
value with little economic worth, of 
medieval local color with modern dec- 
orations. 


I find that this group of islands con- 
tains a great land-locked basin cap- 
able of sheltering the entire 
United 
States navy, and that it looks out on 
the most direct route between Europe 
and the P a n a m a canal. 


And I 
find 
that the natives a r e 
mostly negroes of little education, who 
work for a meagre pittance and do 
without the most common necessities 
of life, such as they are regarded in 
Die United 
States. 


"Votes for women" would bring an 
empty stare in

land without a 
country. 
"AVork for women" is the 
motto here.

Patriotic Fete Say» 
President. 


Chicago, March 31.—War or nO war, 
there will be no automobile races at the 
Chicago speedway Memorial day. 
This 
was the announcement made by David 
F. Reid, president of tne Speedway Park 
association, who applied for the Memorial 
day date when the management of the 
Indianapolis speedway forfeited it by call- 
ing off 
the 1917 
international 
sweep- 
stakes. 


"After a trip east and conferences with 
men in 
the confidence 
of government 
officials, I am convinced the promotion of 
a race on May 30 would be the worst of 
improprieties," he said. 
"Under the ex- 
isting 
conditions commercialized 
sport 
has no place on the Memorial day calen- 
dar this year and the Chicago speedway 
can be used to a much better advantage 
as a stage for patriotic fete or demon- 
stration of some kind."

May 30 date, has taken the same stand. 
This means that for the first time in au- 
tomobile racing there will be no classic 
run on Memorial day. which, for thé past 
seven years, has been assigned to Indi-

Men can do some wonderful things, 
jt no man has ever been able to 
I'eate even the simplest form of ani- 
il or vegetable Hfe. The story is told 
a very skillful chemist who said 
he could make a kernel of corn 
as ^ood as those God makes. He 
)k Sonne corn, analyzed it carefully 
find out Just what it was com- 
^sed of, and then set to work to 
ike more like it. After a while he 
iumphanlUy produced a quantity of 
^rn which looked exactly like kernels 
real corn Just shelled from the ear. 
contained the same elements, too, 
the real oprn. Why was It not Just 
good? A friend proposed a test. 


Some of It was given to a number of 
fowls, while an equal number were fed 
with natural corn. All those who ate 
the artificial grain soon died, while 
the others lived and thrived. 
Then 
some of it was planted In rows, and 
side by side with tbsm other rows of 
real corn. 
The latter sprouted and 
grew, in time producing other com, 
but nothing came of the chemist's. It 
did not have the germ of life within 
it, which God alone can implant, and, 
therefore. It could not grow and repro- 
duce itself. It had not stood the test. 
It was useless for the purposes for 
which 
corn 
Is Intended, and only 
showed how far man's greatest skill 
and art fall short of God's work In 
nature.

The very thought of having to at- 
tempt 
difficult sounds 
throws 
its 
whole vocal mechanism Into a panic 


Nagging and scolding only aggra- 
vate the trouble. 
So do 
rapidfire 
questioning and reproof on the part 
of the school teacher. 


Self-confidence must be restored to 
the child before any method of treat- 
ment will prove successful. 
Simple 
exercises in singing and exercises in 
repeating easy sentences are helpful 
in this. 
The child's attention should 
be called to even the slightest sign 
of Improvement. 
It must be encour- 
aged In every possible way. 


The stuttering child often has to 
learn correct habits 
of 
breathing. 
Sometimes the trouble is due partly 
to adenoids, defective teeth or en- 
larged tonsils.' When these are cor- 
rected the child soon learns to talk 
properly. 


In many European cities schools 
for the benefit of stutterers have been 
conducted for many years. 
Teachers 
are trained 
in the 
art 
of 
curing 
speech defects. 


Educators in this country are com- 
ing to realize that the treatment of 
stuttering is more of a problem for 
parent and teacher than for the phys- 
ician. 
The stuttering child, however. 


should be k^pt under close medical 
supervision for the correction of spe- 
cific physical defects and for the up- 
building of the general health.

These include lean meat, 
fish not cooked In fat, chicken, spin- 
ach, lettuce, string beans, carrots, to- 
matoes, Brussels sprouts, turnips and 
fruit. 


A glass of water upon arising and 


on retiring will be found helpful. 


Meals should be light and frequent, 
rather than heavy and infrequent. 


One should never start 
reducing 
unless he is sure that he Is free from 
tuberculosis, cancer or other hidden 
disease which needs fat. 
For ex- 
treme overweight the diet should be 
prescribed by a physician to flt th® 
^dividual case. 


Simple exercises that are not likely 
to create an appetite should be car- 
ried out In connection with the diet- 
ing to reduce. 
No one should lose 
more than two pounds a week. 


Fatness may be due to overeating, 
eating too largely of one kind of 
food or to faulty changes within the 
body. 
The tendency to become ex- 
tremely fat is also inherited. 
Insuffi- 
cient exercise aids the tendency in 
developing. 


Some people are naturally plump 
and grow thin only when Hi, or when 
they do not get enough food.

CHURCH OF BEER BARRELS 


That famous Congregational mis- 
sionary to Turkey, Dr. Cyrus Hamlin, 
was in Turkey at the time of the war 
between Russia and the other great 
nations which was fought nwetly on 
the Crimean peninsula, and hence Is 
called the Crimean war. 


Although Dr. Hamlin was a busy 
missionary and president of the col- 
lege in Constantinople, he took great 
interest in the wounded soldiers and 
was able to serve them. 


A week or more after the battle of 
Inkerman, he saw lying at the dock 
a huge English steamer, and recog- 
nized It as the Himalaya, the largest 
Iron merchant steamer afloat. 
Two 
hundred and flfty wounded English- 
men were on board. 
The day was 
cold and the men were suffering. On 
inquiry he found that the blankets 
and flannels were so fllled with ver- 
min that the men preferred to suffer 
cold rather than wear them. 


"If anything could make war utter- 
ly accursed," says the 
doctor, 
"It 
would bo Crimean lice! 
The bite Is 
maddening and killed more soldiers 
than Russian bullets." 


The soldiers were In a pitiable con- 
dition. 
Their clothing had not been 
washed In five months. 
Dr. Hamlin 
went to the physician and asked that 
relief 
bo brought. 
The 
physician 
cursed him and said that nothing 
could be done. 
Dr. Hamlin sought 
out "the sergeant of the clothing." 
and found that he had collected the 
clothing of a thousand men in a hall 
and was about to burn it. as he de- 
spaired 
of its being washed. 
Dr. 
Hamlin 
said 
he 
knew 
plenty 
of 
women who would be glad of 
the 
work. 
He at once hired a tumble- 
down house with an unfailing supply 
of water, and a big garden for drying 
purposes. He employed two men and 
twenty women to do the work, and 
went back to 
his 
college 
classes. 
While he was hearing a recitation 
the overseer came, saying: 
"Oh, sir, 
come quickly! 
The mob will tear 
down the whole establishment, and 
the women have all fied!" 


The clothing was 
so 
filthy 
and 
loaded with vermin that the women 


feared to touch It, and declared they 
would never enter the place again. 
Three 
thousand articles had 
been 
dumped 
Into 
the 
court, 
and 
the 
offensive odor had ggne up Into the 
windows of adjacent houses, and the 
people 
were 
assembling 
in 
angry 
haste. 


Dr. Hamlin told the people their 
complaint was reasonable, and or- 
dered the removal of the clothing to 
the magazine on tlie other side. 
He 
said: "I was in a fix. I could not 
blame the women nor the people." 


A thought came to him. 
He sent 
for some empty oak beer-casks and 
had them arranged with pounders. 
He put the clothing into the casks 
himself, using tongs, and had the 
men work them in melted soap. 


The women were then induced to 
come back for the finishing process. 
The bodies of the vermin lined the 
channel made by the waste water. 


As soon as two hundred and flfty 
articles had been cleansed they were 
carried to the suffering wounded sol- 
diers, and when Dr. Hamlin saw the 
Joy and comfort produced he felt 
fully repaid. 


Three thousand articles were some- 
times cleansed in a single day. 
The 
laundry women were those who had 
been thrown out of employment by 
becoming 
Christians. 
They 
now 
earned from thirty-five to forty dol- 
lars a month, and the comfort this 
brought to poor homes was one of 
the richest rewards. 
''

Rev. Father Adam, Builder 
of Sacred Heart Academy, 
Dies at Hospital. 


Reverend Father A. Adam, founder 
and builder of Sacred Heart Academy, 
died at 3 o'clock Saturday morning' at 
St. Joseph's hospital, at the advanced 
age of eighty-five years. 
He had been 
a patient at the hospital for the past 
week. 
Death was due to senility. 


The venerable priest 
was 
known 
throughout the country, and his death 
will bring sorrow and regret to thou- 
sands of people who knew him. 
His 
characteristics were of such a nature 
that he made friends with everyone 
whom he met. 


Rev. 
Adam 
immigrated 
to 
this 
country on the 
occasion 
of 
one of 
Father Sorin's visits to Europe. 
For a 
few years the deceased resided in the 
French 
settlement 
north 
of 
Fort 
Wayne, where, in 1865 and 1866, he 
built 
the 
Academy 
of 
the 
Sacred 
Heart, the church 
and 
the 
priest's 
house of St. Vincent's congregation. 


On January 1, 1879, he became the 
resident pastor of St. Louis church at 
Besancon, and five years later, with 
Bishop Dwenger's permission, he re- 
turned to France. 
Here, after serving 
two years as chaplain for the navy, he 
was appointed to a model parish In the 
center of France by the Bishop 
of 
Tours. 
His church there was over a 
thousand j'ears old. 
He remained In 
France until 1905, when 
he 
begged 
the bishop for permission to pass his 
remaining days in the Trappist com- 
munity In Kentucky. 
He returned to 
this country for that purpose owing 
to the persecution of religious orders 
in France. 


However, being too aged 
for 
the 
rigorous Trappists' rule, the venerable 
priest was re-admitted to the Diocese 
of Fort Wayne, and was appointed 
chaplain to the Sisters of St. Joseph, 
at their mother house near Tipton. 
A 
few years ago, after he had attained 
a ripe old age, he returned 
to 
the 
Sacred Heart academy, where he spent 
the remainder of his days.

clubs 
on Southern trips and the 
return to his native Toronto 
of Lieut. WllUam O'Haxa, a 
professional baBebaJl player, 
from the war in Northern 
France, has attracted atten- 
flen to the part that athletes have played In 
war. 
Every on« remembers the famous saying 
•ittilbated to t»e lirm IHike of Wellington that 
imiterloo was won on the cricket fields of Eton. 
Iklost people frill say that 'Waterlco was won by 
the help of Germany, for had not Blucher's 
Trusslans come up at the critical moment the 
iVench, who had no Eton and no football fields, 
night havQ Mcked the English back across the 
ehsnnel. 


On Just what football fields Napoleon won 
ZiOdi, Marengo, AusterHtz and Jena, 
history 
does not say. The old guard was trained in the 
vineyards 
of 
France. 
Three 
years 
before 
Waterloo was won the football players of Eng- 
land went down before the cotton growers of 
Tennessee and Louisiana. 
So, one never can 
tell. 


However, athletics always have been looked 
upon as preparation for war. 
American Rugby 
football is said to be the best athletic prepara- 
tion for war. 
Its tactics are the tactics of 
battle. 
Football players try to turn flanks when 
they maKe end runs, to pierce centers. 
A good 
kicking full back is equal to a long-range gun. 
With a kicker who can outdistance the other 
fellow you can stand away and shell the enemy 
to ¡¡icoes. 


Other games are mere physical training. Box- 
in e bii.s Deen held to be good t r a i n i n g f o r BOl- 
diei-s, Imt probably few soldiers know how to 
Dox. 
Wrc.stlin!?, a Germanic sport, is the best 
physical training in the world. 
It makes men 


few others who went to the defense of their 
country. 
Most pugilists I have known have 
been like Falstaft, fond of a feather bed and a 
bottle. 


Pugilists have always dodged the Issue of the 
foughten field. 


Tommle Conneff, the great Irish mile runner, 
served the United States as a regular soldier in 
the Spanish-American war. 
Poor little Conneff. 
Charming little chap. They fancied him foolish 
to enlist as a soldier. 
The English athletes are 
coming to the service of their countrj'. 
OÎ 
course, the French who are not athletic, and 
the Russians, Germans, etc., are all going, or 
being made to go, to the ser\'ice of their coun- 
tries.

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Athletes Rush to Colors. 


T H E Y say that there are 40,000 Americans, 
most of them athletically inclined, 
fighting 
In the armies of the allies. 
English athletes 
have turned out to tho last man. 
The Cana- 
dians fairly streamed to the Engli.sh colors. 
Australians 
and 
New 
Zealandera 
followed. 
Among the first to fall at the Dardanelles iva.s 
Wilding, 
the great 
Australian 
tennis 
pNver, 
who, with Ercokes, had fetched the famous 
Davis Cup from the United States to Australa- 
sia. 
Scores upon scores of football players ha.ve 
fallen during the war. 
Tho English took up 
The trick of kicking a football before thc:n as 
they charged German trenches. 
Vivian Wood- 
ward, a crack football player, who was seen in 
the United States during the tour of the Pil- 
grims ten years ago, lost his life on the Somme. 
Scores and scores of his fellow-plrayers eoiilfl 
not follow the football to the German trenches. 
They never reached their goals. 


The Canadian baseball players attracted 
a 
lot of attention when they got to the front 
trenches at Tpres and other places. 
When 
bomb throwing became a 
feature of 
tren<'h 
fighting, 
the baseball players 
forj^ed to 
the 
front. Bo it known that cricketers and Eng- 
lishmen in general are not good throwers. Irish 
stone throwers and American baseball playes-s 
are the cnly people who have good control of 


120 to 500 yards away. 
All fighting was being 
done from behind sandbags and casualties were 
few. We lost a man now and then. 


"The Germans, no doubt, did the same thing, 
but I will say this for them, they kept theli 
heads below the line of sandbags much better 
than we did. There is a curiosity about Amer- 
icans that even in face of rifle and cannon fire, 
will make them pop up their heads to take a 
look around. 
Sitting in a muddy trench, look- 
ing at the slimy walls 4 feet apart is dull work. 
Every now and then some of our boys would 
pop up their heads to take a look. 
Now and 
then a German bullet came, and, well, such 
things will happen. 


"We were losing more men than we liked, so 
orders were given to clean out that nasty little 
corner from which tho Germans had been giv- 
ing us so much trouble. 
It was to be done at 
night. 
My platoon was to take part in the at- 
tack. 
We were to use bornbs, bayonets, knives, 
clubs, hands, etc. 
Rifles are no use in the dark. 


"Bombs are allotted during the early part of 
the nlsht. 
Tou should see a bombing party 
loaded for action. 
The men fill their tunics 
with bombs as a small boy fills his shirt waist 
with apples. We had bags to carry our regula- 
tion allotment, but most of the men wanted 
more tnan the dozen bombs allotted individuals. 
So they tied string« around their waists and 
filled their tnnioa, fore and aft, with bomb-«. 
Some of them tied strings around their legs 
below the knees and packed bombs inside their 
trousers. 
They were loaded for bear.

It 
1B healthy, for It Is massage for the stomach, 
other organs and the 
all-important arteries. 
Wrestlers are vitally strong. 
The Germans are 
•trong for and by wrestling. 
It is valuable In 
a hand-to-hand Hgflit. 


Whatever athletic» hsv» done for wars of th« 
past, and wha.tenrer fighting has been don« by 
star athletes, there can be no doubt that the 
athlete of today finds battle 
calling to him. 
Scores of American college athletes have fought 
for the allies in France. 
It is not likely that 
they cared nwcih fbr 
either 
England or for 
France. 
Maybe the i>rlnclple of 
democratic 
^venunent attracted tham to the field. It la 
(ar mora likely that 
these 
American 
boys 
•c«nted the battle from afar. 
They craved the 
excitement of war. 


The battles of NoKhem Fragce are the spec- 
tacles, tho events of all time of the world up 
to the present. 
The boys felt that they could 
not afford to miss the "big show." 
English- 
men and Frenchmen are fighting for their lives. 
The Americans who are fighting are doing so 
for the excitement of it. 
The war is an irre- 
listiblo attraction to the athlete of today. 


T 
HIS brings us to the baseball player, the 
pugilist and the American athlete of today. 
The civil war made baseball. 
The game was 
played in New England and New York prior 
to 1860, but it had not spread West and South. 
The New York and New England troops played 
baseball in the Southern camps and the game 
was disseminated through the United States. 
Thus, while the soldiers played baseball during 
the civil war, there were no professional players 
at the time. 
War has done much for baseball. 


Tho Spanish-American war was not much of 
a scrap and the professional baseball player 
may be pardoned if he did not take any part in 
it. 
The players remained on the salary roll of 
the big league club after the 
sinking of tho 
Maine. 
The professionals did not go to Cuba, 
Porto Rlso or the Philippines. 


Therefore, it was not until Lieut. William 
O'Hara, who has been 
a 
successful 
major 
league baseball player, Joined the Canadians 
and went to fight In the trenches of France, that 
we find a distinguished professional baseball 
player really going to war. 


Pugilists have been shy In doing their duty.* 
There is some remote record of an early cham- 
pion of England, "the guardsman," they called 
him, dying on the field of Waterloo. 
His day 
as a pugilist had been spent. 
This man. Frank 
Slavln, and Georges 
Carpentler, 
the 
French 
"««ht, hMvy and middleweight champion, are a 


arm-propelled missiles. 
The 
cricketer 
never 
bends his wrist when he "bowls," rather than 
throws, the ball. 
He cannot get distance or 
accuracy as the baseball player gets It. 


Bombing became a fine art in the trenches of 
Flanders. 
The Englishmen thought that they 
were doing it very well. Indeed. 
They were 
quite as good at it as the Germans, who do nor 
throw missiles by hand. Then came the Cana- 
dians with their baseball players and a new 
era in bombing began. 
The Canucks began to 
make the small bombs do 
queer 
and fancy 
things. They made them shoot and curve, sail 
and fall as baseball players make baseballs da 
aL these things. They got greater distances on 
their throws than the English or Germans had 
been getting and they put dainty little curves 
on the small bombs that fooled both friend and 
foe.

O 
jHARA, 
who 
played with the St. 
Louis 
National 
League 
team 
under 
Roger 
Bresnahan's management, was the commandant 
of a famous bombing party. His story of his 
trip abroad and his experiences In the trenches 
Is Interesting: 


"I was engaged by the Montreal club at a 
good salary when I resolved to Join the army 
and dee a little fighting," said the tall, blue- 
eyed, dark-haired Irishman. 
"I was not a bit 
Borry to give up baseball for military life. 
All 
ray life I had wanted to be in one good war. 
I 
got my chance In Franco. 


"I Joined in my home city, Toronto. 
After 
going through the usual course, training aC 
Valcartier, 
Quebec,, and 
sailing 
across 
tho 
ocean, more training In England, and finally 
landing In France. I was sent to a section south 
of Ypres: 
It was quite a busy place. . There 
was a nasty corner In our trenphes which was 
under enfilade fire from German rifles and ma> 
chine Kuni. The German trenches war« from 


"The hour for attac kwas set for 2 a. m. That 
is the time when men awakened from slefep are 
least disposed to fight. We gave the Germans 
a few quiet nights of it to accustom them to 
sleep. 


"It was our first bombing attack and we were, 
quite anxious about It. 
I felt as I had felt 
teii years, before when I got my first league 
trial in baseball, all excitement, no fear. 
The 
men Ftix-.d, walked or slept. 
Each man's tem- 
perament governed him. 
Some men slept eas- 
ily and soundly. 
Others walked about nervous- 
ly. Nonrj of them were afraid. 


"You really don't attack In these bombing 
parties. 
There Is no rushing out of your own 
trenches, cbeering, at the enemy. 


"You select the darkest hour of the darkest 
night, load up with bombs and at a given slg- 
nil sneak upcn the enemy. 
It is almost Indls- 
peniiablb to the success of your attack that you 
shall mak<v as ilttle roise as possible and that 
you shall. If possible, sneak upon the foe be- 
fore ho Itnows 'hat you are there. 
Our artil- 
lery had cut up his barbed wire defenses pretty 
badly for several days. Everything was as well 
prfiparod as possible 


"When th« time came, word was pased down 
the line to go. 
Each platoon commander kept 
his eyes on his watch. . The stroke of 2 sent us 
crawling softly cut of specially prepared exits. 
The night was dark and a heavy fog hung on 
the ground. 
We could have marched upright, 
but we crawled along. We knew the distances 
between our trenches and those of the Germans 
and eacJ. plat con had a man who measured the 
ground by a' tape which ptttd out, yard by yard, 
as we wont along. 
In this way we could tell 
Just how near we were to .the German line., 


"We struck their barb wire and knew that 
•we were but 20 yards from their trench. Scjme 
of the wire had been strung during the early 
part of the night, and we were obliged to cut- 
it. The coise alarmed the Oennans and their

machine guns began to spit. 
We had to maka 
haste. 
Wo leapt through the wire. Jumping 
like men who rush into the sea in bathing time. 
The wlri; made rags of our breeches and scar- 
red some of us pretty badly. 
I will bear some 
of the marks to my death. 
However, we got 
past the wire and were on the parapet of tho 
trench In Jlgtlme.

Foes Between the Light. 


I 
T was quite dark, but we lit bombs that flared 
and we got our foes between us and the 
light. 
I could Bee many of our men in hand- 
grips with the Germans and bombs were fly- 
ing eveiy which way. I saw one little French- 
Canadian bomb sL\- men to death in one corner 
of a machine-gun position. 
Surprised, the Ger- 
mans were obliged to run for It. 
Our baseball 
players kept pelting them w^Ith bombs as they 
went. I noticed that when our men wanted to 
make a long throw, they used the underhand 
motion. 
Bombs are too heavy to be thrown 


overhand with good results. 


"We cleaned out that cross trench and held 
It against strong counter attacks. 
I got nine as 
we went Into the trench. 
A shell from a big 
gun lit on the parapet of the trench and filled 
my 
legs 
with 
splinters. 
My right arm was 
also pretty well peppered. 
I was not seriously 
wounded, but I feel that I shall have a limp for 
a long time. 
I should not like to slide to base 
with my legs in the condition they are now. 
Bomb splinters and barbed wire do cut a chap's 
limbs up when he runs into them. 


"I will be glad to go back to the field, though. 
It is true that the life In the trenches Is hell, 
but the war Is the biggest show, the biggest 
work in the world. 
After you have done your 
bit, or part of your bit, everything else you 
may have done in your life seems to be nothing. 
How small the great games of baseball 1 have 
played seem beside my days In the trenches. 
Life and the world seem mighty small and no- 
account when you have seen your best friends 
dl* about you every day. I remember the time

when we sympathized with a pal that got «plkéA 
in a baseball game. 
Day after day 1 have aeea 
good pals shot through the head drop dead 3kt 
my feet. 


"When you have looked into the bowel« of 
hell and seen your dearest friends engidfad 
therein, you have endured about all that thM« 
is to endure. 
What may happen to you th«Nh> 
after amounts to very little."

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A VAST QUANXmr OF CAHLE FEED WASTED 


Farm Products That Might Well Go to the Economical Production of Meat Are Now Put to 
Less Profitable Uses; Some of These Are Absolutely Destrojred. 


A STPeat deal of feed available for 
lattle is now either wasted absolutely 
or put to some less profitable use. 
Failure to utilize the full value of this 
material has increased 
unnecessarily 
the cost of producing meat, has di- 
minished the profits from cattle feed- 
ing, and has discourajred many farm- 
ers from engaging in an industry es- 
sential to their permanent prosperity. 


According to reports of experts, 
who have made extensive experiments 
- along this line, the loss in grain straw 
and com stover amounts to more than 
. 5100,000,000 annually. 
Both of these 
products aT,e disposed of most econ- 
omically when fed to cattle in con- 
nection 
with 
some 
form 
of con- 
centrated feed. 
Straw is especially 
valuable in 
carrj'ing the 
breeding- 
herd through the winter, in wintering 
stockers, 
and as a 
supplementary 
roughage for fattening cattle. 
Sto- 
ver, too, is an ' xcellent feed for win- 
tering cattle, especially mature breed- 
ing cows. 
Nevertheless, in many sec- 
tions of the country where these prod- 
ucts are abundant, little attempt is 
made to take advantage of their value 
for these purposes. 


Of an annual straw crop of ap- 
proximately 120,000,000 tons, it is es- 
timated that only two-thirds is put 
to its best use—live stock production. 
Of the remainder a little more than 
one-half is sold or turned under and 
the rest—15 per cent of the total crop 
—is burned. 
Burning is practically an 
absolute waste and although plowing 
under 
does contribute something to 
soil fertilitj% the benefit to the land 
is less than that which would be de- 
rived from the use of the straw to 
produce manure. 
"Of all systems of 
obtaining 
permanent 
soil 
fertility," 
says the report, "none is so practical 
or as easily available as that of feed- 
ins live stock." 


The average value of all kinds of 
straw is placed at about $5 a ton. 
In many sections, of course, no such 
price can be realized for it, and as a 
matter of fact only about 8 per cent 
of the crop actually is sold. 
The fig- 
ure 
mentioned, 
however, 
may be 
taken as representing the value to the 
farmer of straw if he will use it pro- 
perly in his farming operations as feed 
or bedding. In order to illustrate how 
this may be done the report 
gives 
three sample rations for wintering a 
breeding herd of beef cattle on straw 
combined with silage, shock com, and 
cottonseed or linseed meal. 
Any one 
of these rations, it is said, will prove 
economical.

In this connection it is pointed out 
also that feeding straw in the winter 
will 
insure 
under 
certain 
circum- 
stances the full utilization of summer 
grass. 
In a 
number 
of 
Western 
States it frequently happens that grass 
goes to waste because feeders are un- 
willing to pay the high prices asked 
for steers in the spring. 
With an 
abundance of straw on hand to lessen 
the cost of wintering, feeders can take 
advantage of the lower 
prices for 
stocker cattle in the fall to secure 
on 
reasonable 
terms at that 
time 
enougtt stock to pasture all the grass 
the following year. 


The production of c o m stover Is 
about 
twice 
that 
of 
grain 
straw, 
amounting to approximately 245,000,- 
000 tons a year. 
A larger percentage 
—81.5—of 
this is fed than of the 
straw but the waste is nevertheless 
astonishing. 
For this, poor methods 
of feeding are largely responsible. By 
far the most economical method of 
handling corn is by ensiling, but as a 


matter of fact only S.l per cent of 
the acreage was put in the silo two 
years ago, the year in which these in- 
vestigations were made. 
About 11 per 
cent was cut f o r green feed and 81 
per cent allowed to mature for grain. 
It is in the last portion of the acreage 
that the greatest waste occurs. 
Strip- 
ping the leaves from the stalks which 
are subsequently burned, removing the 
stalk above the top ear only, leaving 
the stalks to stand in the field until 
the loss of leaves and leaching have 
removed 
much 
of 
the 
fertilizing 
value, are all unthrifty methods. Fur- 
thermore, almost four per cent of the 
stover is burned, as though, 
instead 
of being a potential source of revenue, 
it was merely a nuisance to be gotten 
rid of as a preliminary to plowing. 
In some States the percentage of sto- 
ver that is thus thrown away is as 
high as 7 or 8 per cent and the total 
loss to the country from the practice 
is estimated at nearly $15,000,000 a 
year. 


To obtain satisfactory results from 
the feeding of farm roughages such 
as straw and stover, they must be 
combined with some form of concen- 
trated feed. At the present time lar^e 
quantities of such feed, in the f o r m of 
cottonseed meal and cake, com, mo- 
lasses, peanuts and beans are exported 
for the use of European feeders. If 
the straw and stover that are now 
wasted were employed to feed more 
cattle, 
these 
concentrates 
could be 
consumed at home. 
The result would 
be a tremendous saving not only in 
the cost of producing beef, but in the 
cost of enriching the soil as welL In 
1914, for example, 
about 
1,000,000 
tons of cottonseed 
meal—half 
the 
total production—were applied direct- 
ly to the soil a s fertilizer. 
If this 
had been fed to cattle instead, three- 
quarters 
of 
the 
fertilizing 
value 
would have been returned to the soil 
as manure. 
The loss of th® other 
fourth would 
have 
been f a r Inore 
than counterbalanced by the profit on 
the meat produced 
economically by 
the meal and the necessary roughages. 
Much the same thing is true of the 
other oil meals. 


The value of these meals is f a r 
better 
appreciated 
in Europe 
than 
here. 
Denmark, for example, feeds 
annually 478 pounds of oil cake to 
each of her mature cattle, the United 
States approximately 24 pounds. F u r - 
thermore, 
the European 
feeder is 
aware of the fact that the high-pro- 
tein meal, while more expensive to 
buy, is more economical to use. Meal 
of this quality Is seldom sold o n the 
domestic markets because the Ameri- 
can farmer has not yet learned fts 
value. Cottonseed and linseed are per- 
haps the best known of the'oil meals 
but there are others the use of which 
as feed could be profitably extended. 
Both peanut and soy-bean meal and 
cake, for instance, are in good de- 
mand in Europe. 


The eflScient use of these and other 
feeds discussed in the report is of the 
utmost importance to the American 
farmer, it is pointed out, because the 
day when close calculation in feeding 
was not necessary is, in all probability, 
past. 
Hereafter It Is likely that suc- 
cess will depend upon ability to put 
to t h e best use all available products. 
A greater knowledge of what these 
products are and of the ways in which 
they can be fed will result In the 
elimination of enormous waste.

better horse market. 
The 
financial 
and industrial depression has inter- 
fered with the trade for both bosiness 
and pleasure horses. 
Fewer bustness 
horses were required; and as the ones 
on hand were too expensive to keep 
in idleness a good many of them were 
thrown on the market, thus enttini 
out a part of the demand f o r fresh 
horses. 
Many business men in their 
efforts to economize have either dis- 
posed of their pleasure horses or re- 
frained from investing in them. The 
automobile has undoubtedly displaced 
a good many horses of both clajsses, 
but as the pablic learns the cost of 
keeping automobiles, their rapid de- 
preciation in value and their often in- 
firmities 
there is a reaction in favor 
of the horse among people of moder- 
ate means, who are learning that it is 
not best to go too fast or too f a r in 
spending money or in getting abooL 
We have known several cases of such 
reaction, 
even when the preference 
was for the motor. 
When 
business 
improves the horse market will im- 
prove naturally. 
And as it is, it looks 
pretty good compared with only a few 
years ago.

The great demand for dairy prod- 
ucts has caused the price of good dairy 
cows to be very high. 
Reports f r o m 
associations of dairymen, show that it 
is impossible to buy 
first-class 
dairy 
cows a t even $80 a head. 
With such 
a demand for cows in old dairy dis- 
tricts, there will be few good cows 
moved into new dairy territory. So, 
the only way new districts can be sup- 
plied must be by breedinir up the com- 
mon stock by the use of good 
dairy 
bred bulls.

Many garden lovers who a r e en- 
vious of their neighbors' earlier blooms 
fall to realize that they can do many 
things in February and March to give 
some of their plants an earlier start. 
Those who own hotbeds or cold frames, 
should see to It that their 
annual 
flowering 
plants are started at once. 
TbiB advice applies to those flowers to 
be used later in beds and to those 
grown f o r cut flowers.

The seed of some of the 
flowers 
listed below need not be started in 
hotbeds but can be sown later in the 
season in the open ground and then 
transplanted to their permanent loca- 
tions. 
The seed 
of these

should not be sown until the ground 
Is in condition for making a good 
seed bed and until there is no longer 
likelihood of a heavy frost in the 
locality. 
A good test to determine 
whether the garden soil can be worked 
well is to take up a mass of it in the 
hand and compact it into a balL 
If 
this 
ball 
readily 
falls 
apart, the 
ground is dry enough to be worked. 
It is particularly important In plant> 
ing flowers to spade up the gronnd, 
fine it thoroughly with hoe and rake 
and remove the stones and lumps from 
it. The actual surface should be made 
very fine and softi 
In planting each 
kind of seed the directions as to depth 
of planting should be carefully fol- 
lowed.

Sweet peas should be In t h e ground 
as soon as it is dry enough to work. 
The soil should be spaded up and 
well 
prepared 
and then 
a 
trench 
should be dug 4 inches deep; in the 
bottom of this the peas should be 
planted about 2 inches apart. 
When 
the peas are to be grown over chicken 
wire or brush stuck in the ground" it 
is customary to sow them in two par- 
allel rows, « or 8 inches apart. 
In 
this way on the same amount of 
trellis double the number of plants 
can be grown with satisfactory results. 
Sweet peas thrive best in a cool, moist 
climate. 
Because of this it is espec- 
ially desirable to sow very early in the 
spring. 


Poppies may be sown directly on 
the surface of ground that was pre- 
pared last falL 
If the bed was not 
prepared at that time, it should be 
spaded up a s soon a s the ground is 
dry enough, and the poppy seed sown 


evenly over the surface. 
The seed 
should be slightly covered by drawing 
the back of the rake' over the bed. 
Poppies do not stand 
transplanting, 
and mustNbe sown where they are to 
bloom. 
Care should be taken to dis- 
tribute the seed evenly and not in 
bunches, for if there is much 
d i s r 
turbance of the roots at the time of 
thinning, the plants will not do so 
well as when left undisturbed. 
The 
Shirley poppy, a very showy and at- 
tractive variety, may bev obtained in 
many 
colora 
The individual 
blos- 
soms, however, are very short lived, 
and as compared with many 
other 
plants its blooming season is short. 
The plants are so attractive when in 
bloom, however, that they are well 


worth planting. 
A succession of sow- 
ings will prolong the blooming season. 


The California poppy should also be 
sown early but does not require as 
early sowing as the other poppies. It 
is handsome a n # will bloom during a 
longer period t i ^ the Shirley poppy. 


The other plants in the list may be 
sown in a seed bed and be transplanted 
from there to the permanent location, 
but it is usually better to sow the 
seed in the permanent location. 


Balsams or lady's slippers, 
castor 
beans and portulaca 
also are best 
sown where they are to grow but they 
should not be put in the ground until 
it is warm enough to grow beans and 
tomatoes well—that is, about the time 
corn is coming up or oak leaves are 
half grown. 
These plants could be 
grown in a cold f r a m e previous to 
this date, but there is little to be 
gained from this method. 


WHAT IS A BAT'S PLOWING? 


Farmers frequently want to know 
how much land can be plowed in a' 
day and how much work it requires 
to break an acre. 
Records at the 
Missouri 
College of Agriculture on 
2,122 acres of land show that it re- 
quired 3.4 hours of man labor and 9.3 
hours of horse labor for each acre. 
Of course, the time required to plow 
an acre will depend on the size of the 
plow and the number of horses used. 
A 
four-horse 
gang 
plow 
with two 
12-inch bottoms will average 
about 
4.12 acres a day of 9.6 hours when it 
is running 6 Inches deep. 
The same 
plow running 8 inches deep will break 
a quarter of an acre less. A three-horse 
sulky with a 14- or 16- inch bottom 
will average about 2.5 acres at a 6-inch 
depth and about 0.2 of an acre less 
for the 8-inch depth. 
A two-horse. 
14-inch walking plow will break about 
1.75 acres a day at a 6-inch depth and 
about 0.2 acres less at the 8-inch depth. 


START VEGETABLES 
EARLY. 


The most useful garden should f u r - 
nish a continuous supply ol%desirable 
vegetables throughout the season, ac- 
cording to C. G. Carpenter. 
This will 
necessitate some way of starting early 
plants in a protected place such as a 
hotbed or coldframe. 
There the con- 
ditions for growth may be closely con- 
trolled and better care may conse- 
quently be taken of the youns plants.

headed.

This grass closely resemble.« both Italian rye- 
grass and perennial rye-grass. It may be dis- 
tinguished from Italian rye-grass by its rough- 
margined blades (test with the tongue) and 
also by the nerves in the blades.

rye-grass is distinguished by having its leaves 
folded in the bud. 


Quack-grass la a pale-green peren- 
nial, creeping by its long rootstocks;

hairy; 
auricles 
slender, 
clawlike; 
llgule membranous, 
short, 
entire; sheaths hairy, not compressed; 
blades flat, finely hairy at the base, 
sharp pointed, one-fourth inch wide; 
nerves broad, not prominent;

stocks 
strong, 
elongate, 
one-eighth 
inch, or more in diameter. 


This is a common, very aggressive grass. 
The hairs, while quite noticeable in the spring, 
are often invisible in the fall unless a leas is 
used.

EXCELLENT PLANS FOR SCHOOL GARDENS 


Specialists in the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture have planned specimen 
individual gardens 5 by 16% feet for 
use in schools. 
One of these is for 
vegetables alone and another for both 
vegetables and 
flowers. The average 
pupil, it has been found, shows a much 
keener interest in a garden of his 
own than in one owned in common by 
all the school. 
Individual 
gardens 
stimulate pride In ownership and the 
work of caring for them 
encourages 
sy.stem. skill, a n d judgment. 
P a r - 
ticipation In the care of a community 
garden does not develop the Idea of 
individual 
responsibility and conse- 
quently interest and Indnstry are usu- 
ally lacking. 


The limited area usually available 
for school garden work makes It im- 
perative 
that 
tall-growing, 
broad- 
leaved, and climbing plants must be 
excluded. 
Radishes, 
lettuce, 
beans, 
beets, 
tomatoes, 
and other 
plants 
which grow in a compact bush form 
are recommended f o r school 
garden 
work. 


The children should be allowed to 
do all the work of preparing the land 
as well as planting the seed and caring 
for the plants. 
This can be accom- 
panied by instmctlon In soil physics, 
the teacher e ^ I a l n l n g the reason for 
each step. 


Radishes—The seeds should be sown 
in drills, in rich, well-prepared soil, 
placed about half an inch apart and 
buried not deeper than 1 Inch nor less 
than one-half inch. 
When the plants 
are showing the second set of true 
leaves they should be thinned to stand 
from 1 to 2 inches apart in the row. 


Lcttnce—The seeds should be sown 
in drills In the open or in boxes in the 
window. 
If in the open, the seeds 
should be scattered 
about 
one-half 
inch apart along the row, and covered 
not more 
than 
one-half 
Inch 
with 
earth. 
Firm the earth well over the 
seeds, so as to bring the moist soil in 
contact with them. 
When the plants 
are well up. thin to 6 Inches apart In 
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Radish and Iiettvce to be Followed by 
Beans; Beans and Beets to be Fol- 
lowed by ^piqach and Turnips. 


the row. If the seeds were sown In a 
window box. hotbed, frame, or green- 
house, transplant the young plants to 
stand 2 by 2 Inches apart as soon as 
the seed leaves are well expanded, and 
when they 
begin to crowd transfer 
then! to their permanent places In the 
open. If the weather will permit. 
In 
the fleld, they should stand a t least 
6 Inches apart each way. 


BeanA^-It is best to wait and plant 
the apeds of this plant In the open 


where the plants are to grow, delaying 
the work until severe frosts are p a s t 
Plant In rows 1 foot apart, placing the 
seeds about 2 inches deep at Intervals 
of 6 Inches. 
Keep the soil loose and 
tr«e from weeds. . 


B«5ete—Beets, while they are hardy 
and can be planted at the same time 
as radishes and lettuce, are placed as 
Indicated in the planting plan because 
they require a longer season for ma- 
turing than lettuce, radishes and beans. 
The seeds should be planted in rows 
1 foot apart, placed an Inch apart in 
the row and covered 1 Inch 
deep. 
When the plants are well up (2 Inches 
high), thin to 4 inches apart In the 
row. 
Keep the soil well tilled at all 
ttmesL 


TomatOM 
The tomato Is the most 
exacting of all the plants Included In 
the 
collection. 
From 
Washington 
southward the seeds may be planted 
in the open at the same time as beans, 
but to the north of this point the seeds 
should be sown In boxes, hotbeds, or 
greenhouses from the flrst to the mid- 
dle of March, the young plants being 
transplanted to stand 2 by 2 inches 
apart aa soon as the first true leaves 
appear. 
When they begin to crowd in 
their new positions, shift them to 4- 
Inch pots or to tin cans in which 
caimed vegetables have been received. 
If tin cans are used, a 
convenient 
method Is to melt the top and bottom 
off, which will usually also unsolder 
the seam at the side By tying a string 
around the rim thus formed and plac- 
ing a shingle under the can It can be 
filled with soil and the young plant 
placed in this receptacle 
Keep the 
plants growing slowly until about May 
20th to June 1st, when it will be safe 
to place them In their permanent lo- 
cations In the garden. 
Set the plants 
In rows 18 Inchea apart and place the 
plants about 20 inches apart In the 
rows. 
Each plant as It grows should 
have all side branches removed and 
the main stem tied to a stout stake, 
about 5 feet tall and at least an inch 
square, driven flrmly in the ground. 


HOW TO MAKE A GOOD BROODER 


" If chicks are hatched right, from the 
^ g h t kind of stock, almost any kind 
of a brooding device will raise them 
successfully; if not, it Is a hard mat- 
ter to raise them at all. 


According to Mrs. H. F. Hoyt, a 
successful 
chicken 
fancier, a 
good 
home-made, lamp heated brooder may 
be 
easily 
made, as follows: 
Two 
pails, one of the ordinary 
five-pound 
lard pails, and one of the 10-pound, 


is the bottom, 
leaving the bottom 
whole, to be covered with sand or dirt 
to t h r o w the heat. 
The hover can be 
made 18 or 20 inches square, like a 
little table with seven-inch legs, and • 
should be covered with two layers of 
cloth that will not ravel that are six 
inches wide.

Drivers and wagon men are receiv- 


ing higher wages; repairs to wagons 
are more costly; harness Is 200 per 
cent higher than ever; feed for 
horses Is almost double excepting hay, 
and we could go on and on and 
enumerate hundreds of other Items In 
connection with the manufacture of 
the natural ice that have more than 
doubled In price the past year. It is 
absolutely Impossible for the Ice deal- 
ers to do business under the old 
prices, and even the new prices leave

Wty of funds to skimp the street intersection account. The conse- 
quenee of thii is to deny many property owners a right to improve the 
•fcneta upon which they live. That is wrong. It abridges a right of 
property owners to have their thoroughfares modern. It obstructs 
progWit. It halts the improvement of the city in a way that is harm- 
ful on many accounts. The property owners on one street have us 
jut» daim to the right of improving their premises and raising the 
character of their thoroughfare as the property owners on another 
Itnet have to do that. 


There has not been a time for a long period in which the board of 


works has not had on file a greater or less number of paving petitions 
from resident property owners asking for improvement of their 
streets The intersection accou tnof the city is never anywhere near 
adequate to meet this demand. It is the general, though not perhaps 
, the tmdeviating practice, to select for paving improvements those 
• streets upon which the intersections are few and the city s share of 
."the burden correspondingly light. That is wrong as a principle and 
-unjust as a practice. The city itself should be the last agency of ob- 


" struction in the way of public improvements for which the by far 


greater burden of cost falls upon the property owners. 


Th« city ought to contrive some way to procure a more ample 


fund for the street intersection account. It may "not be possible to 
Obtain funds equal to all the demands for paving, but much better can 
be done than is done. Comptroller W. C. Baade has proposed that 
$15 000 be transferred from tho city lighting department's large sur- 
plas to the street intersection account. Whether or not this is de- 
sirable, wise and legal, we do not undertake to say, but there can be 
no hesitancy to say that the money to enable the city to bear a much 
larger burden of expediture for street intersections ought to be found 
this year and every year. 
' . 
Times are good. Everybody who wants to work has work. Wages 


are high. The cost of living is an undeniable condition, but pretty 
"nearly all property owners on unimproved streets feel able to bear 
paving assessments and are demanding pavement. Any legal means 
that can be employed without working injury to imperative municipal 
concerns ought not to be neglected if more money can be brought in- 
to the city's paving account. The city should set a better example of 
progress and improvement than it does in being the consistent and 
effective obstructor of those material betterments that common sense, 
civic pride and the public interest in general demand should be made.

regiments. Adjutant-General Harry B. Smith has received upon de- 
mand the resignations of several of these officers, among whom is Col. 
..Aubrey L. Kuhlman, of Auburn, commander of the Third regiment. 


SoloneJ Kuhlman was one of the oldest officers in point of service there 
was in the Indian guard, and it is not easy to reconcile this fact with 
General Smtih's stated reason that resignations were asked f or " in tie- 
interest of higher efficiency." About the other officers who have been 
forced to retire from the service we know much less than we know of 
Colonel Euhlman, whose long experience coupled with a loyal and dil- 
igent service should count for a great deal even if determined by new 
and more rigorous standards of military efficiency. Always heretofore, 
in time of national crises, the military field has been a favorite for po-, 
litical cultivation. It was so in the earlier months of the civil war and | 
something was seen of it in Indiana during the Spanish-American war. i 
Adjutant-General Smith is a soldier who has seen a great deal of serv- 
ice,' He is a man of energy and initiative and without reservation 
may be esteemed a thoroughly capable and highly purposeful head of 
the state guard. He will have credit for sincere intention until any- 
thing to the contrary may be known and it is profoundly to be hoped 
there is no other side to his action.

and builder of Sacred Heart Academy, 
died at 3 o'clock Saturday morning at 
St Joseph's hospital, at the advanced 
age of eighty-five years.

For a 
few years the deceased resided in the 
French

built the Academy of the Sacred 
Heart, the church and the priest's 
house of St Vincent's congregation. 


On January 1, 1879, he became the 


resident pastor of St Louis church at 
Besancon, and five years later, with 
Bishop Dwenger's permission, he re- 
turned to France. Here, after serving 
two years as chaplain for the navy, he 
was appointed to a model parish In the 
center of France by tho Bishop of 
Tours. His church there was over a 
thousand years old. He remained In 
France until 190B, when ho begged 
the bishop for permission to pass his 
remaining days In the Trapplst com- 
munity In Kentucky- He- returned to 
this country for that purpose owing 
to tho persecution of religious orders 
In France. 
However, being too aged for tho 


rigorous Trapplsts' rule, the venerable 
priest was re-admlttod to tho Dlocose 
of Fort Wayne, and was appointed 
chaplain to tho Sisters of St. Joseph, 
at their mother house near Tipton, A 
few years ago, after ho had attained 
a rtpe old ago, ho returned to tho 
Sacred Heart academy, where he spent 
tho remainder of his days.

HEY say that there are 40,000 Americans, 


most of them athletically inclined, lighting 


In the armies of the allies. English athletes 
have turned out to tho last man. The Cana- 
dians fairly streamed to the English colors. 
Australians 
nnd 
New Zealanders 
followed. 


Among the first to fall at the Dardanelles was 
Wilding, the great Australian tennis p»iyer. 
who. with Brcokes, had fetched the famous 
Davis Cup from tho United States tn Australa- 
sia. Scores upon scores of football players have 
fallen during the war. 
Th* English took up 


The trick ot kicking a football before the-.n sis 
they charged German trenches. Vivian Wood- 
ward, a crack football player, who was seen in 
the United States during the tour of the Pil- 
grims ten years ago, lost his life on the Somme. 
Scores and scores of his fellow-players couM 
not follow tho football to the German trenches. 
They never reached their goals. 


The Canadian baseball players attracted a 


lot of attention when they got to tho front 
trenches at Ypres and other places. 
Wh-.i 


bomb throwing became a feature of trench 
fighting, tho baseball players forged tn tin, 
front. Bo It known that cricketers and Eng- 
lishmen In general aro not gornT throwers. Irish 
stone throwers and American hasehnll players 
lire the cnly people who have good control ot 


120 to 500 yards away. All fighting was being 
done from behind sandbags ami casualties were 
few. We lost a man now and then. 


"The Germans, no doubt, did the same thing, 


but I will say this for them, .they kept then1 
heads below the line of sandbags much bettor 
than we did. There is a curiosity about Amer- 
icans that even In face of rifle and cannon fire. 
will mak« them pop up their heads to take a 
look around. 
Sitting in a muddy trench, look- 


Ing at tho slimy walls 4 feet apart Is dull work. 
Every now and then some of our boys would 
pop up their heads to take a look. Now and 
then a German bullet came, and. well, such 
things will happen. 


"We were losing more men than we liked, so 


orders were given to clean out that- nasty little 
corner from which the Germans had been giv- 
ing us so much trouble. It was to be done at 
night. My platoon was to take part in the at- 
tack. We were to use bombs, bayonets, knives, 
clubs, hands, etc. Rifles are no uso in the dark. 


"Bombs are allotted during the early part ot 


the nljht. 
Tor should see a bombing party 


loaded fo- action. 
The men fill their tunics 


with bombs as a small boy fills his shirt waist 
with apples. We had bags to carry our regula- 
tion allotment, but most of the men wanted 
more tnan the dozer, bombs allotted individuals. 
So they tied slrirgn around their waists and 
filled their tunlrs, foro and aft, with bombs. 
Some of them tied strings around their legs 
below the knees nnd packed bombs Inside their 
trousers. 
They were loaded for bear.

Others are as largo ns an In- 
docr baseball. We liked the smaller sort.

Whatever athletic* have «one for wars of tn«

Scores of American ooB««» athletes have fought 
for the anie» In France. It Is not likely that 
they cared much for ettherr England or for 
France. M«rb« th« prtndpl* of democratic 
fovemmwrt attracted them to the Held. It-is 
far man Iftaly that these American boys 
•canted the battle from afar. They craved the 
excitement of war. 
The battles of Northern France aro the spec- 


tacles, tho events of all time of the world DP 
to the present. The boys felt that they could 
not afford to miss the "bis show." F-ngllsh- 
men and Frenchmen are fighting for their lives. 
The Americans who are fighting are doing so 
for the excitement of It. The war Is an irre- 
sistible attraction to the athlete of today. 


T 


HIS brings us to the baseball player, the 


pugilist and the American athlete of today. 


The civil war made baseball. The same was 
played in New England and New York prior 
to 1800, but it had not spread West and South. 
The New York and Now England troops played 
baseball in the Southern camps and the game 
was disseminated through the United States. 
Thus, while the soldiers played baseball during 
the civil war, there were no professional players 
at the time. War has. done much for baseball. 


Thu Spanish-American war was not much of 


a scrap and tho professional baseball player 
may be pardoned if he did not take any part in 
It 
Tho players remained on the salary roll of 


the big league club after 'tho sinking of tho 
Maine. The professionals did not go to Cuba, 
Porto Rlso or the Philippines. 


Therefore, it was not until Lieut. William 


O'Hara, who has been a 
successful major 


league baseball player, joined the Canadians 
and went to fight in the trenches of France, that 
we find a distinguished professional baseball 
player really going to war. 


Pugilists havo been shy in doing their duty. 


There is some remote record of an early cham- 
pion of England, "the guardsman," they called 
him dying on th« field of Waterloo. His flay 
as a pugilist had been spent. This man, Fran]: 
Slavln. and Georges Carpentler. the French 


heavy and middleweight champion, arc a 


arm-propelled missiles. 
The cricketer never 


bends his wrist when he "bowls," rather than 
throws, the bail. He cannot get distanca or 
accuracy as the baseball player gets It. 


Bombing became a fine art in the trenches of 


Flanders. The Englishmen thought that they 
were doing it very well. Indeed. They were 
quite as good at it as the Germans, who do not 
throw missiles by hand. Then came tho Cana- 
dians with their baseball players and a new 
era In bombing began. The Canucks began ,o 
make the smill bombs do queer and fancy 
things. They made them shoot and curve, sail 
and fall as baseball players make baseballs an 
al these things. They got greater.distances on 
their throws than the English or Germans had 
been Retting and they put dainty little curves 
on the small bombs that fooled both friend and 
foe.

Bresnahan's management, was the commandant 
of a famous bombing party. His story of his 
trip abroad and his experiences In the trenches 
Is Inlerestine: 
"I was engaged by the Montreal club at a 


good s?.lnry when I resolved to Join tho army 
and sco a little fighting," said the tall, blue- 
eyed, dark-haired Irishman. "I -was not a bit 
sorry to give up baseball for military life. All 
my life I had wanted to be in one good war. I 
got my chance in France. 


"I Joined in my home city, Toronto. 
After 


KOing through the usual course, training at 
Valcartier, Quebec, and sailing across tha 
ocean, more training In England, and finally 
Inndinsr in France. I WAS sent to a section south 
of Ypres. It was quite a busy place. Them 
was a r.asty corner In our trenches which was 
under fnnia.le fire from German rifles nnd ma- 
eliino guns. The Gcrma.n trenches were from 


"The hour for attac kwas set for 2 a. rn. That 


H the time when men awakened from sleep are 
least disposed to fight. We gave the Germans 
a few quiet nights of it to accustom them to 
sleep. 


••It was our first bombing attack and we wore 


cjultft anxious about it. 
I folt as I had fc'.t 


ten years before when I got my first league 
trial in baseball, all excitement, no fear. Tho 
men stwd, walked or slept. Each man's tem- 
perament governed him. Some men slept eas- 
ily anil soundly. Others walked about nervous- 
ly. Non'j of them were afraid. 


"You really don't attack In these bombing 


parties. There is no rushing out ot your own 
trenches, cl.eering, at the enemy. 


"You select the darkest hour of the darkest 


night, loaa up with bombs and at a given sig- 
nal sneak v.pcn t?ie enemy. It is almost indls- 
pcnsablb to the success of your attack that you 
shall makn as little roise as possible antl that 
you shall. 11 possible, sneak upon the foe bo- 
fore ho knows <hal you are there. Our artil- 
lery had cut up his barbed wire defenses pretty 
badly for several days. Everything was as well 
prepared as possible 


"When tho time came, word was pased down 


the line to go. Each platoon commander kept 
his eyes on his watch. Tho stroke of 2 sent us 
crawling softly cut of specially prepared (exits. 
The night waa Cark and a heavy foe hung on 
tho ground. We could have marched upright, 
but we crawled along. We knew the distances 
between our trenches and those of the Germans 
and eac!. platoon had a man who measured the 
ground by a tap* which paid out. yarrt by yard. 
,-,s we wt-nt along. In this way we could tell 
just how near we were to the German line. 


"Wo struck their barb wire and knew that 


wo were but 20 yards from their trench. Somo 
of the wire, hart licen strung during the early 
part of the night, and we wore obliged to cm 
it. Tho r.oise alarmed tho Germans and their

machine guns began to spit. We had to mako 
haste. 
Wo leapt through the wire, Jumping 


like men who rush into the sea in bathing time. 
Tho wire rnado rags of our breeches and scar- 
red some of us pretty 'badly.

However, we got 
past tho wire and were on the parapet of the 
trench In jiztime.*

Foes Between, the Light.

T was quite dark, but we lit bombs that flared 


and we got our foes between us and tho 


light. I could see many of our men in hand- 
grips with the Germans and bombs were fly- 
ing every which way. I saw one little French- 
Canadian bomh six men to death in one corner 
of a machine-gun position. Surprised, the Ger- 
mans were obliged to run for it. Our baseball 
players kf.pt pelting them with bombs as tney 
weiit 
I noticed that when our men wanted to 


make a'long throw, they used, tho underhand 
motion. 
Bombs aro too heavy to ba thrown 


overhand with good results. 


"We cleaned out that cross trench and held 


It against strong counter attacks. I got nine as 
we went into the trench. 
A shell from a big 


gun lit on the parapet of the trench and filled 
my legs with splinters. My right arm was 
also pretty well peppered. I was not seriously 
wounded but I feel that I shall have a limp for 
a long tlmei I should not like to slide to baso 
with my legs in the condition they are now. 
Bomb splinters and barbed wire do cut a chap a 
limbs up when he runs into them. 


"I will be glad to go back to the field, thougn. 


It is true that the life In the trenches is hell, 
but the war Is the biggest show, the biggest 
work in the world. After you have done your 
bit, or part of your bit, everything else you 
may have done in your life seems to be nothing. 
How small the great games of baseball 1 have 
played seem beside my days In tho trenches. 
1,1 fe and the world seem mighty small ami no- 
account when'you have seen your best friends 
die about you every day. I remember the time 


when we sympathized with a pal that Bot»spike« 
In a baseball game. Day after day I hav.e.seen 
good pals shot through the head drop dead^ 
my feet- 
"When you have looked into the bowels ot 


hell and seen your dearest friends engulfed 
therein, you have endured about all that ther« 
is to endure. What may happen to you there- 
after amounts to very little."

Lieut. O'Hara says that athletics are .con- 


stantly practiced by the British and French 
troops back of the first line of trenches. "Tha 
English play football all the time," said O'Harft, 
"but much cricket Is played in summer. How-, 
ever, baseball is making great strides in favor* 
The ground is too rough for cricket, which re* 
quires a fine sward, but plenty of good grounif 
can "oc found for baseball. 


"I look for a great boom In baseball -In ETM

A VAST QUANTITY OF CATTLE FEED WASTED 


Farm Products That Might Well Go to the Economical Production of Meat Are Now Put to 


Less Profitable Uses; Some of These Are Absolutely Destroyed. . 


A great deal of feed available for 


lattle is now either wasted absolutely 
or put to some less profitable use. 
Failure to utilize the full -value of this 
material has Increased unnecessarily 
the cost of producing meat, has di- 
minished the profits from cattle feed- 


• ing, and has discouraged many farm- 


ers from engaging in an industry es- 
sential to their permanent prosperity. 


According to reports of experts, 


who have made extensive experiments 
along this line, the loss in grain straw 
and corn stover amounts to more than 
$100,000,000 annually. 
Both of these 


products are disposed of most econ- 
omically when fed to cattle in con- 
nection with some form of con- 
centrated feed. 
Straw is especially 


valuable in carrying: the 
breeding- 


herd through the winter, in wintering 
'stackers, and as a supplementary 
roughage for fattening cattle, 
Sto- 


. ver. too, is an -xcellent feed for win- 


tering cattle, especially mature breed- 
ing cows. Nevertheless, in many sec-

Of an annual straw crop of ap- 


proxitnatcly 130,000;oOO tons, it Is es- 
timated that only two-thirds is put 


L to its best use—live stock production. 


Of the remainder a little more than 
one-half Is sold or turned under and 
the rest—15 per cent of the total cit>p 
—Is burned. Burning is practically an 
absolute waste and although plowing 
under does contribute something to 
soil fertility, the benefit to the land 
Is less than that which would be de- 
rived from the use of the straw to 
produce manure. 
"Of all systems of 


obtaining permanent soil fertility, 
says the report, "none is so practical 
or as easily available as that of feed- 
ins live stock." 


The average value of all kinds of 


straw is placed at about $5 a ton.

also that feeding straw in the winter 
will insure under certain

stances the full utilization of summer 
grass. 
In a number of Western 


States it frequently happens that grass 
goes to waste because feeders are un- 
willing to pay the high prices asked 
for steers in the spring. 
With an 


abundance of straw on hand to lessen 
the cost of wintering, feeders can take 
advantage of the lower prices for 
stocker catUe in the fall to secure 
on reasonable terms at that time 
enough stock to pasture all the grass 
the, following year. 


The production of corn stover Is 


about twice that of grain straw, 
amounting to approximately 245,000,- 
000 tons a year. A larger percentage 
—81.5—of this Is fed than of the 
straw but the waste is nevertheless 
astonishing. For this, poor methods 
of feeding are largely responsible. By 
far the most economical method of 
handling corn is by ensiling, but as a 


matter of fact only 8.1 per cent of 
the acreage was put in the silo two 
years ago. the year in which these in 
vestigations were made.

To obtain satisfactory results from 


the feeding of farm roughages such 
as straw and stover, they must be 
combined with some form of concen- 
trated feed. At the present time large 
quantities of such feed, in the form of 
cottonseed meal and cake, corn, mo- 
asses, peanuts and beans are exported 
'or the use of European feeders. If 
the straw and stover that are now 
•wasted were employed to feed more 
cattle, these concentrates could be 
consumed at home. The result would 
be a tremendous saving not only in 
the cost of producing beef, but in the 
cost of enriching the soil ae well. In 


about 1.000,000 
meal—half 
the 


total production—were applied direct- 
ly to the soil as . fertilizer. 
If this 


had been fed to cattle instead, three- 
quarters 
of 
the 
fertilizing 
value 


would have been returned to the soil 
as manure. 
The loss of the other 


fourth, would have been far more 
than counterbalanced by the profit on 
the meat produced economically by 
the meal and the necessary roughages. 
Much the same thing is true of the 
other oil meals. 


The value 'of these meals is far 


better appreciated In Europe than 
here. 
Denmark, for example, feeds 


annually 478 pounds of oil cake to 
each of her mature cattle, the United 
States approximately 24 pounds- Fur- 
thermore, the European feeder Is 
aware of the fact that the nigh-pro- 
tein meal, while more expensive to 
buy. Is more economical to use. Meal 
of this quality Is seldom sold on the 
domestic markets because the Ameri- 
can farmer has not yet learned Its 
value. Cottonseed and Unseed are per- 
haps the best known of the oil meals 
but there are others the use of which 
as feed conld be profitably extended 
Both peanut and soy-bean meal and 
cake, for Instance, are In good de- 
mand In Europe. 


The efficient use of these and other 


feeds discussed In the report Is of the 
utmost importance to the American 
farmer. It is pointed out because tho 
day when close calculation in feeding 
was not necessary is. In all probability, 
past. Hereafter it is likely that suc- 
cess wfll depend upon ability to pat 
to the best ase an available products. 
A greater knowledge of what these 
products are and of the ways In which 
they can bo fed wfll result In the 
elimination of enormous waste.

A good test to determine 


whether the garden soil can be worked 
well Is to take np a mass of it in the 
hand and compact it into a balL If 
this ball readily falls apart, the 
ground is dry enough to be worked. 
It Is particularly important in plant- 
Ing flowers to spade up the grotmd. 
flne It thoroughly with hoe and rake 
and remove the stones and lamps, from 
It. The actual surface should be made 
very fine and soft. In planting each 
kmd of seed the directions as to depth 
of planting should be carefully fol- 
lowed.

Sweet peas should be In the ground 


as soon as it is dry enough to work. 
The coil should be spaded up and 
well prepared and then a trench 
should be dug 4 inches deep; in the 
bottom of this the peas should be 
ilanted about 2 inches apart. When 
:he peas are to be grown over chicken 
wire or brush stuck in the ground it 
8 customary to sow them in two par- 
allel rows, * or 8 Inches apart. 
In 


this way on the same amount of 
trellis double the number of plants 
can be grown with satisfactory results. 
Sweet peas thrive best in a cool, moist 
climate. Because of this it is espec- 
ially desirable to sow very early hi the 
spring. 


Popples may be sown directly on 


the surface of ground that was pre- 
pared last fall. 
If the bed was not 


prepared at that time, it should be 
spaded up as soon as the ground is 
dry enough, and the poppy seed sown

Missouri College of Agriculture on 
2,122 acres of land show that it re- 
quired 3.4 hours of man labor and 9.3 
hours of horse labor for each acre. 
Of course, the time required to plow 
an acre will depend on the size of the 
jlow and the number of horses used. 
A four-horse gang plow with two 
12-Inch bottoms will average about 
4.12 acres a day of 9.6 hours when it 
Is running 6 Inches deep.. The same 
plow running S inches deep will break 
a quarter of an acre less. A three-horse 
sulky with a 14- or 16- inch bottom 
will average abont 2.5 acres at a 6-inch 
depth and about 0.2 of an acre less 
for the 8-Inch depth.

Specialists In the U. S. Department 


of Agriculture have planned specimen 
Individual gardens 6 by 16 % feet for 
use in schools. 
One of these Is for 


vegetables alone and another for both 
vegetables and flowers. The average 
pupil, it has been fotrod, shows a much 
keener interest in a garden of his 
own than In one owned In common by 
all the school. 
Individual gardens 


stimulate pride in ownership and the 
work of caring for them encourages 
system, skill, and Judgment. Par- 
ticipation in the care of a community 
garden does not develop the idea of 
Individual responsibility and conse- 
quently Interest and Industry ar* usu- 
ally lacking. 


Tho limited area usually available 


for school garden work makes it im- 
perative 
that tan-growing, broad- 


leaved, and climbing plants must be 
excluded. 
Radishes, lettuce, beans, 


beets, tomatoes, and other plants 
which grow in a compact bush form 
aro recommended for school garden 
work. 


The children should be allowed to 


do all the work of preparing the land 
as well as planting the seed and caring 
for the plants.

If the seeds were sown In a 
window box, hotbed, frame, or green- 
house, transplant the young plants to 
stand 2 by 2 inches apart as soon as 
the seed leave* ar* well expanded, and 
when they begin to crowd transfer 
them to their permanent places in the 
open. If .the weather will permit. In 
the field, they should stand at least 
6 inches apart each way. 


Beans—It is best to wait and plant 


the seeds of this plant in the open 


where the plants are to grow, delaying 
the work until severe frosts are past. 
Plant In rows 1 foot apart, placing the 
seeds about 2 Inches deep at intervals 
of 6 Inches. Keep the soil loose and 
free from weeds. 


Beets—Beets, while they are hardy 


and can be planted at the oune time 
as radishes and lettuce, are placed as 
Indicated In the planting plan because 
they require a longer season for ma- 
turing than lettuce, radishes and beans. 
The seeds should bo planted In rows 
1 foot apart, placed an Inch apart In 
the row and covered 1 Inch deep. 
When the plants are well np (2 Inches 
high), thin to 4 Inches apart in the 
row. Keep the soil well tilled at all 
tines. 


Tomatoes—The tomato Is the most 


exacting of all the plants included In 
the collection. 
From Washington 


southward the seeds may be planted 
In the open at the same time as beans, 
but to the north of this point the seeds 
should be sown in boxes, hotbeds, or 
greenhouses from the first to the mid- 
dle of March, the young plants being 
transplanted to stand 2 by 2 inches 
apart as soon as the first true leaves 
appear. When they begin to crowd in 
their new positions, shift them to 4- 
Inch pots or to tin cans in which 
canned vegetables have been received. 
If tin cans are used, a convenient 
method la to melt the top and bottom 
off. which will usually also unsolder 
the seam at the side By tying a string 
around the rim thus formed and plac- 
ing a shingle under the can it can be 
filled with soil and the young plant 
placed in this receptacle 
Keep the 


plants growing slowly until about May 
20th to June 1st, when it will he safe 
to place them hi their permanent lo- 


plants about 20 inches apart in the 
rows. Each plant as It grows should 
have all side branches removed and 
the main stem tied to a stout stake, 
about 5 feet tall and at least an inch 
square, fljiven firmly in the ground. 


HOW TO MAKE A GOOD BROODER 


If chicks are hatched right, from the
